SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video recording Seventeen’s Schoolgirl as: 
Objectionable. 

This classification is because the video recording tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The feature presents seven 
unrelated scenes of explicit sexual activity. The vast majority of the feature revolves 
around single females engaging in masturbation and a small amount of female to 
female sexual activity. 

The publication tends to promote and support the idea of young persons as legitimate 
sexual partners to its viewers. One scene depicts two females engaging in sexual 
activity whilst the word “Schoolgirl” is super-imposed over the screen. The feature also 
presents a number of still images preceding each scene which have the word 
“Schoolgirl” across them in large lettering. The females presented in these images and 
throughout the scenes in the feature appear to be in their mid-teens. They are often 
depicted wearing clothing associated with young females in their early to mid-teens 
which emphasises their youth. 

The voice-over dialogue further emphasises the youth of the females presented, 
discussing their “young bodies” and describing them as “girls.” 

The impression left by Seventeen’s Schoolgirl is that of young persons (specifically 
teenage girls) performing sexual acts for the arousal of the viewer. 

Section 3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 overrides 
s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 as it is a deeming provision, that cannot 
be given a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si4.
